The Post’s statements were based 
on a voter poll conducted for it 
by. Crossley, Inc., and Louis H. 
Bean, Washin gton political ana-/; 
lyst. They reported recently that 
if an election were held today, the 
Democrats would recapture con- 
trol of the House by a big margin. 

The polls were taken in selected 
areas late last fall. The poll. on

The total vote for Eisenhower 
was 38.
